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The Future of the Official Test 


By FLOYD H. STEVENS 


we as an association have offered inducements to our 

breeaers to make official records on their cattle. The 
fact that these records have been supervised by men who 
had no interest in the results except that they be accurate, 
and the 1act that the integrity of these inspectors is 
vouched for by the heads of our agricultural colleges and 
experiment stations, have caused our records to be accept- 
ed at face value by the public. 

The result has been greater than the wildest dreams 
of the original sponsors of the official test. The advance- 
ment of the breed in production and popularity has been 
more in this short period than through all the previous 
history of the breed. 

In fact there was no very marked advance in the breed, 
in America at least, until the official test was adopted. 
The best of our cattle up to this time were usually either 
imported animals or animals not more than a generation 
removed, and: Pledge, Copia, Pietertje 2d, 'Clothilde and 
others of those old-timers were probably superior to the 
succeeding generations. De Kol 2d was Holland bred. 

As a breed the Holstein in America was going back- 
ward rather than forward at the time of our first official 
test and her rapid progress since must be attributed to 
this method of selection. 

It was only natural that our first venture in official 
testing should be with short time records (seven-day rec- 
ords), and when they were made as they were in the be- 
ginning, under practically normal conditions, these records 
were a fairly sure indication of the animal’s real capacity. 
Next to be adopted was the 30-day test—better than the 
seven-day record, but still leaving the question of per- 
sistency largely unsolved. 

Then came the seven-day record eight-months-after- 
calving—a wonderfully valuable record but not generally 
adopted by most breeders. All so far had been strictly 
official and many thought it undesirable to adopt any 
system of tests that were otherwise. This delayed for 
a time the adoption of the semi-official year’s test, the 
best method so far adopted by any of the breed associa- 
tions to measure the real value of a dairy cow: 

Later the ten-months semi-official test was taken up 
but I doubt if that has added anything of real value, as 
it seems to be used as a sort of consolation event for such 
animals as are unable to keep up the pace for the year. 

This is where we stand today. The seven-day test 
is still the popular test and the one on which ideas of 
value are most generally based. It is the easiest and 
cheapest test to make and expert manipulation of the 
animal is much easier for seven days than for a longer 
period. The fact that many of our largest seven-day 
records are made with fat percentages running from 4% 
to nearly 8 per cent, which we all know to be usually 
a temporary condition and a characteristic that will not 
be transmitted to suceeding generations, is causing most 
of our good breeders, who have the future of the breed at 
heart and not so much the immediate dollar, to demand 
something different. 

Some say, demand an equally good 30-day record 


iE hzs been approximately a quarter of a century since 


The prizes for milk production are another protest. A 
comparative few demand and are ready to base the 
value on year’s records, while many see no way out of 
the situation where we are basing our value too much 
on unnatural short time tests except that we turn back- 
ward and place more value and more effort upon improv- 
ing the outward characteristics of our cattle. 

The present seven-day record as usually made has 
about the same relative value in measuring a dairy cow 
as a 100-yard dash has in measuring a marathon runner. 
But still it is of value and often indicates the true capacity 
of the animal, as is proved by the many correspondingly 
large 30-day and year’s records that are made by the 
same animal. 

The seven-day record is the poor man’s record and 
the time has not come when we can abandon it. At the 
same time I believe that we, as an association, should 
continually place less value on it by lessening the appro- 
priation for the seven-day test and adding to the appro- 
priation for the longer tests. 

I would also very strongly advocate the abandonment 
of the ten-months test and in its place adopt a life test, 
which is really the true measurement of the value of a 
dairy cow. Insist in your regulations that the cow 
must drop a calf at least every 15 months; classify ac- 
cording to the year born; limit the age at which the first 
calf shall be born—for example, at not over two and one- 
half years of age; and pay liberal prizes for the total 
amount of milk and butterfat produced up to the time 
that they are, say, eight years old. 

This idea is merely the natural evolution of the offi- 
cial test idea. If an animal falls by the wayside she is 
out of it, but the ideal dairy cow should not give up and 
fail to produce either milk or offspring before she is 
eight years old. 

To my mind the life test would soon be the test 
in which interest would be centered, and the commonly 
accepted measure of value. ‘Constitution and vitality 
would be leading factors in the results and after a few 
generations had been tested in this way the production 
of the breed at large would be materially greater and the 
buyer would have a safe guide and could reasonably ex- 
pect to realize the records of the ancestors of his animals 
in their descendants. 

I might add that some of the other dairy breeds are, 
I am told, now considering extending their tests to cover 
more than one lactation period. 

We don’t want to turn back and go after showyard 
type in our breeding operations and our basis of value, 
which method was tried for years by earnest and capable 
men without any real advancement. We no longer should 
value by the short time test where often the skill of the 
feeder counts for more than the real dairy ability of the 
cow. Rather let us adopt that ultimate evolution of the 
official test—that real and only measure of the value of a 
dairy cow—the life test. And, furthermore, let’s not be the 
second or the last of the dairy breeds to do it. The true

History of the Holstemn-Friesian Breed in 
Its Native Country

CHAPTER XX. 


HIS last chapter will not especially discuss one topic, 
ii but will be a resume of the different letters, reports 
and old manuscripts that have reached me after the 
respective chapters had been placed. At the same time, I 
want to express my sincere thanks to all the archivists 
in my native country as well as here, for their willingness 
in lending me the old manuscripts for a while, which has 
contributed considerably to the completing of the whole 
history. 


The Color Question with Relation to the Climate. 


The predominant color in the Province of Friesland is 
about two-thirds black and one-third white; in some parts 
half and half. Many American breeders have changed the 
color to two-thirds white and one-third black and some 
have gone still further and obtained an almost white Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow. I shall not discuss this changing of 
color, as this is absolutely a question of taste and every 
reader knows that “there is no accounting for tastes”; or 
as explained in a rural Friesian proverb: “The one falls in 
love with the daughter and the other with the mother.” 

Another question, however, which was brought on the 
carpet some years ago, when it concerned an exportation 
of Holstein-Friesian cows to the hot climate of India, 
is this: “Which is the required color for the tropical 
climate?” It is a matter of common knowledge that 
there exists a close relationship between the color and 
the warmth. I shall try to explain this in a few examples. 
A colored fellow for instance can stand the sun’s heat bet- 
ter in general than a white one. This is only a question 
of the skin pigment, which is a granular color present in 
skin and the purpose ef which is to protect against a too- 
strong radiation. By means of an uviol lamp, one is 
able for instance to produce a blister on the skin of a 
white fellow in ten minutes, whereas it takes 45 minutes 
to produce one on the shin of a black fellow. In some 
cases even it is hardly possible to cause a blister on the 
latter’s skin. Aside from this radiation, the pigment has 
another important function, viz., as a warmth regulator. 
Everybody has observed that black objects lose their 
warmth much quicker when brought into cooler sur- 
roundings than white objects. In a black kettle for in- 
stance the water will cool much quicker than in a white 
one. But on the other hand, we also know that black ob- 
jects take the warmth much quicker to them than white 
ones, and by putting a piece of black coal on snow in 
the sun, the coal will turn warm whereas the snow stays 
cold. 

Hence, the tropical animals have in general much pig- 
ment in their skins, whereas in the polar regions the skin 
is white, and in countries with varying climate, the color 
also varies; for instance, the weasel and fox change color. 
When the reader understands this, he will also understand 
the following, which I cite from a letter which Mr. Von 
Holthe wrote me from India, when I asked him “which 


color of the imported Holstein-Friesian cows was the 
most fit for his region.” He answered that the four white 
(four-fifths white and one-fifth black) did not do so well as 
the black ones. They had much trouble with underskin 
skin disease, the milk production was irregular and often 
very low, so that he decided to buy a sire for his herd 
of almost dark color, which he has done. It seems thus 
that for the tropical climate the black color is preferred 
to the white one. 


A High Producing Cow in the Province of Friesland in 
the Year 1901. 

As I mentioned before, the American breeder with his 
breeder’s knowledge and judicious feeding knows how to 
elevate the milk production of the Holstein-Friesian cow 
as high as 30,000 pounds of milk in a year, milk yields that 
have never been found before in the world. If the fol- 
lowing Friesian cow had been in the hands of our famous 
American breeders, probably in the year 1901, the Friesian 
cow “Bos” might have made the world record. But alas, 
lack of feed knowledge, perhaps lack of money, made the 
cow a latent high producing cow, until the herd book in- 
spector’s eyes fell on her excellent qualities, sent in by 
the keepers of registered cattle. The owner of this cow 
was S. T. Bosma, living in a small village in the Province 
of Friesland. This cow produced in the lactation period 
of 1899-1900, in 370 days, 16,000 pounds milk with an aver- 
age of over 4 per cent fat. On June 4, 1900, she calved. 
The milk quantity and quality was again officially tested 
every day from June 8, 1900, to May 14, 1901, and in these 
336 days she produced over 17,000 pounds of milk with 
an average of 3.97 per cent fat. She continued producing 
high yields. I repeat, it is a pity that this cow was not 
in the hands of one of our intelligent American breeders. 

The Holstein-Friesian Cow or the Magpie Cow. 

In the old times of about 1200, our present Holstein- 
Friesian cow had the name of “Magpie” cow, as I learned 
from an old manuscript, in which I also found that the 
“Magpie” skins were considered as the most desired for 
the foundation layers for the high towers and buildings of 
that time. Instead of poles for the fundamental laying 
of towers and temples, the old people used the skins on 
which the further brickwork was done. So we find for 
instance, that the old Martini tower of the city of Gron- 
ingen in Holland is ‘built on 1,400 cow skins, and this old 
oe still stands as straight in the air as if it were newly 

ult. 

I have come to the end of the history of the Holstein- 
Friesian Breed in its Native Country, but before ending 
I wish to say that with me many another breeder cannot 
forbear uttering admiration for the old Friesian people, 
as fundamental layers of this so valuable race of cows and 
for the American breeders as the elevators and performers 
of her so precious producing qualities. But let us add to 
it quietly: “Let us not yet lie down our heads on the bed 
of laurels, but keep on working to the highest fulfillment 
of our beloved Holstein-Friesian cow.” ;

O not fail to read the article which heads this issue 

of the World. It is entitled, “The Future of the Of- 
ficial Test” and is written by a man who is especially well 
adapted to speak on this subject. Floyd Stevens has been 
closely associated with the progress of the Holstein- 
Friesian breed in America from the very beginning. He 
is not an old man, but he has training and experience 
that has made him especially well versed in everything 
og to do with the progress of Advanced Registry 
work. 

There are two reasons why you should read Mr. 
Stevens’ article. In the first place it gives a lot of history 
in a very few paragraphs and in the second place it gives 
almost as much prophecy. Mr. Stevens, the writer, does 
not pose as a man who can foretell the wonderful possi- 
bilities of the breed and development, but he is a man who 
has been following the progress of the test and these few 
ideas that he has suggested in the latter part of his sketch 
are very vital.

Agricultural Education 


As the present time the majority of agricultural col- 
leges have started their year’s work or are just on the 
verge of starting. Public schools everywhere will be be- 
ginning within a few days and naturally this condition of 
affairs attracts the attention of the citizen, especially those 
in the farm section. 

There will be many young’men and women in these 
rural districts who will be turning their attention to more 
advanced agricultural education just at this time. The 
longing for higher work will make itself felt particularly 
and wherever it is possible by any method whatever to 
grant the fulfilment of these desires, they should be 
granted.

There is really no greater mission for the grade cow 
to fulfill than this one of attracting the attention from the 
ordinary herd to the purebred. After a man has kept 
grade Holsteins for a while, he will begin to appreciate 
the wonderful improvement which the Holstein blood 
naturally works in his herd and then he is anxious for 
something better. That means that he will soon turn 
from the grade to the purebred just as he turned from 
the scrub stock to the grades. 


Farmstead Improvement 


HE breeder of Holstein-Friesian cattle is almost al- 

ways thoroughly alive to the important improvement on 
the farmstead. As a class these men maintain the most 
modern up-to-date improved farmsteads, for they are well 
read and they appreciate the convenience that the modern 
building offers.

control of foods, feeds ‘and fuel 
Hoarding, speculation and willful 
waste of foods, feeds and fuels ar 
made unlawful and an effort that is 
nation wide is being undertaken to 
“provide further for the national se- 
curity and defense by encouraging 
the production, conserving the supply 
and controlling the distribution of 
food products and fuel.” The digest 
of the bill which has been enacted by 
congress and approved by the presi- 
dent is as follows: 

“This act relates to ‘foods, feeds 
fuel, including fuel oil and natural 
gas, fertilizers and fertilizer ingre- 
dients, tools, utensils, implements, 
machinery and equipment required for 
the actual production of foods, feeds 
and fuel.’ 

“The President is authorized to 
use such agencies or persons as he 
may see fit to carry out its provisions. 

“A minimum guarantee for wheat 
of $2 a bushel is assured for the 1918 
crop, but this guarantee does not ap- 
ply to the 1917 crop. In addition the 
President may, during the period of 
the war, determine what shall be a 
suitable guarantee of the price of 
wheat in order to stimulate produc- 
tion. The import of this is that the 
government would have to support 
wheat at that price should an unus- 
ually big world crop tend to force it 
down. This guarantees the farmer a 
fair price for his wheat in the face 
of unforeseen price-depressing emer- 
gencies. Authority is also given the 
President to change tariff schedules 
on wheat should conditions change 
and wheat start to pour into the Unit- 
ed States in response to the attraction 
of the existing artificial price. 
Provisions Against Speculation and 

Hoarding. 

“The hoarding or monopolization 
of. the willful waste for the purpose of 
enhancing the price of, or the entering 
into a conspiracy for the purpose of 
interfering in certain enumerated ways 
with the production or distribution of, 
foods, feeds and fuels, is made unlaw- 
ful. The President is authorized eith- 
er to regulate or ‘wholly or partly 
prohibit, operations, practices, and 
transactions at, on, in, or under the 
rules of any exchange, board of trade, 
or similar institution or place of busi- 
ness’ in order to prevent injurious 
speculation in foods, feeds and fuels.

“These provisions are in addition to 
the power granted the President to 
requisition any supplies he may need 
for the national defense forces, There 
is an exemption to protect supplies of 
foodstuffs reasonably required by the 
owners for use or consumption b 
themselves or dependents. . 


“In order to supply the ar 
navy the President is authorised at 
take over and operate ‘any factory 
packing house, oil pipe line, mine or 
other part thereof, in or through 
which any necessaries are or may be 
manufactured, produced, prepared or 
mined.’ Whenever the President 
deems the governmental need of such 
plants has ended they may be restored 
to their owners. (Compensation, of 
course, is provided. In the clause au- 
thorizing the President to operate 
piants it is provided that he may pre- 
scribe regulations governing the em- 
ployment, control or compensation of 
ae employed in such plants, 
etc. 

“The ‘liquor’ section of the bill for- 
ibids the use of ‘foods, fruit, food 
materials, and feeds’ for making 
distilled liquors except for non-bev- 
erage purposes and for the fortifica- 
tion of sweet wines. As to beer and 
wine, the President is given author- 
ity to stop their manufacture if he 
deems it essential to secure an ade- 
quate and continuous supply of food. 
Stocks of liquor already made, wheth- 
er in bond or in stock, may be com- 
mandeered by the President for re- 
distillation if such action is necessary 
to meet the requirements of the gov- 
ernment. These two latter provisions 
are left entirely at the President’s dis- 
cretion, 

“If deemed necessary, the Presi- 
dent is authorized to fix the price of 
coal and coke. This applies to wher- 
ever coal or coke may be sold and 
whether by producer or dealer. The 
President is further authorized ‘to 
establish rules for the regulation of 
the production, sale, shipment, distri- 
bution, apportionment or _ storage 
thereof among dealers and consumers 
domestic or foreign; said authority 
and power may be exercised by him 
through the agency of the Federal 
Trade Commission during the war or 
for such part of said time as in his 
judgment may be necessary.’

1,000 pounds in wciaue” cone 
King, “throws into the air from lungs 
and skin during each 24 hours i 
average of more than 10 pounds of 
moisture. If you do not have air 
movement sufficient to contain this 
moisture as it passes through the sta- 
ble, it must condense on the walls 

“Oxygen of the air is as indispensa- 
ble a part of the food of cows as is the 
grain and fodder. The amount of air 
necessary to supply the oxygen is 
really very large, and equals in weight 
more than 2.5 times the feed and wa- 
ter combined, even where each cow 
breathes perfectly fresh air. Outtakes 
and intakes for horses and cows 
should provide not less than 30 square 
inches per head when the outtake has 
a height of 30 feet. 

“A ventilating flue 2 by 2 feet 
through which the air moves at the 
rate of a little more than three miles 
per hour, gives sufficient air for 20 
cows. The walls of the ventilating 
shaft must be air-tight from top to 
bottom except where it is intended 
that air should enter; of the same 
diameter throughout; as nearly straight 
as possible; and should rise above 
the level of the highest part of the 
roof where the wind can have free 
sweep across its top. The longer the 
ventilating shaft, just as in the case 
of the chimney, the stronger the 
draft. I would urge the use of galvan- 
ized iron for the ventilating shaft, so 
as to ensure permanently air-tight 
walls. 

“It is not sufficiently appreciated 
that the ventilating flues should be as 
few as practicable, and large, while 
the fresh air intakes should be as 
many as practicable, on all sides of 
the stable if possible, and small. As 
the air is fouled, deprived of its oxy- 
gen, and breathed toward the floor; 
as the coldest air is at the floor; and 
as all air must be inspired from near 
the floor, the exhaust should be con- 
tinuously and as fully as_ possible 
from the floor, because then, not only 
will the fouled air be mechanically 
withdrawn from this level, but the 
warmed and pure air will be forced 
to the floor where it is used. 

“Air cannot flow continuously from 
the stable unless an equal volume of 
air flows into it, and so, no matter 
how many ventilating flues you have, 
there can be no ventilation without 
intakes. Perfect ventilation and a 
warm stable can only be had with a 
thoroughly tight ceiling. By making 
the fresh air intakes open at the ceil- 
ing on the inside, and near the level 
of the stable floor on the outside, it 
becomes impossible for the warm air 
of the stable to pass out at the ceil- 
ing opening as it would do if the out- 
side opening were on a level with the 
inside opening.”

meetings, shows, judging contests 
and various other events of that na- 
ture are the special province of the 
junior dairy association and _ natur- 
allv these things bring the organiza- 
tion in close touch with the farmers 
all over the state. The Dairy Cattle 
Congress which will be held in Wa- 
terloo during the early part of Octo- 
ber had its headquarters in the asso- 
ciation’s booth and plans for the 
rounding out of this great show were 
perfected here. 

Another feature for which the Iowa 
fair has become famous is the special 
butter exhibit. Each season some 
figure or form is molded from butter 
and this year it was the first cream- 
ery that was established in the state. 
This was built near Manchester in 
1872 and was operated by Matthew 
Van Deusen, a gentleman who died 
a few months ago. This creamery 
sent the first prize winning butter to 
the Philadelphia Exposition and the 
success that it inaugurated has been 


following exhibits made by the 
creameries of this state from year to 
year. 


Mr. Barney, the gentleman who is 
known to practically every Holstein- 
Friesian breeder in America because 
of his long connection with the na- 
tional organization and the breed as 
a whole, is the dairy and food com- 
missioner of Iowa. His exhibit called 
attention to the greater possibilities 
that lie before the dairymen of the 
state. He did everything that he 
could to attract attention in a very 
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convincing way to the wonderful op- 
portunities that this industry holds in 
store. 

One activity that is of compara- 
tively recent growth within the state— 
it has been started within the last 
decade—is the cow test association. 
The purpose of this is to find the 


unprofitable cows that are being 
milked by Jowa dairy farmers. 
Naturally these unprofitable cows 


very, very seldom have a black and 
white color, but at the same time the 
man who is most keenly alive to the 
possibilities of picking out the cows 
making the largest yield is the one 
who is going to profit most through 
dairying. The exhibit of the cow 
test association in the state was in 
charge of the extension division of 
the Iowa College of Agriculture. 
Lectures were given each day and 
the scope and value and nature of the 
work were outlined in a convincing 
and attractive manner. 

The exhibit contained this year nine 
cows from one of the most recent 
associations within the state. The 
most profitable cow in the group was 
a splendidly grown grade Holstein 
that produced 13,463 pounds of milk 
during the year at a profit of $82.12. 
The least profitable cow was a very 
small grade Holstein that produced 
1,890 pounds of milk and lacked a 
little over 57c of paying her feed 
bill. However, this cow’s feed bill 
was $31.95 while the cow that made 
the profit of $82.12 was feed $68 
worth of feed. It pays to be rather 
liberal in handling the feed. There 
are over 30 active test associations 
within the state at the present time

THE HOLSTEIN IN FLORIDA. 

A question has just been sent to 
J. C. De Bevoise, who is editor of 
the dairy department of the Florida 
Farmer & Stockman, asking where 
one can be put in touch with Hol- 
stein herds in Florida. The gentle- 
man who writes wants to know 
where he can buy good cows that are 
really worth while, and will prove 
profitable on his farm. In answering 
this question the gentleman has said 
very pertinent things. He _ states 
that the Holsteins are in great de- 
mand in these southern states and 
among other things he says is, “this 
breed is becoming the most popular 
dairy breed in the United States.” 
The truth of his statement will be 
readily admitted by any one who is 
in touch with the dairy cow situa- 
tion in any part of the country. The 
demand for Holstein cows is _ con- 
tinually growing and the men who fit 
themselves or build up herds that are 
sufficiently large to permit a frequent 
sale will find that the breed is un- 
precedentedly popular and _ that its 
popularity is just beginning. The 
dairy cow yields a profit practically 
every day in the year. It is not nec- 
essary to wait for long periods of cul- 
tivation or harvest before results be- 
gin to appear. 


FEED FOR THE HOLSTEINS. 
The question of silage is one that 
is becoming especially important 
right now. There is also a tendency 








for one to fill the silo too early, that 
is, before the feed reaches the point 
where it contains a maximum amount 
of nutrition. It is far better to let 
,the crop stand in the field until it is 
a trifle ripe than to cut it too green. 
It makes better feed; it is better all 
around and it is certainly to be ad- 
vised in place of silage made from im- 
mature plants. Let the crop wait a 
little longer if necessary, but when 
the process of filline begins, follow 
it carefully and systematically in or- 
der that the greatest possible amount 
of the highest class feed may be pro- 
vided for the herd. This is the only 
way to get the greatest value from 
the silo.

Not only does extra 
fat on her back nfean lost energy in 
putting it there, but additional lost 
energy in vitalizing and maintaining 


“en seldom the case, carbohy- 
drates and fat may be the limiting 
element in the ration while there is 
an excess of protein. This is more 
serious than an excess of carbohy- 
drates and fat, for protein is more 
difficult and costly to obtain. 

The fine point in feeding dairy 
cows is to use such feeds in such 
amounts as will give the greatest pro- 
duction at the most profit.

At the g 
tion six grade Holstein cows were 


placed in a small pasture of s]j 
less than four acres. The con ae 
left in this pasture both night and 
day and only a small amount of grain 
was fed. The reason for feeding grain 
in conjunction was because the cows 
were extra heavy producers. These 
cows had never eaten sweet clover 
previous to this time, but after a 
short time on this pasture they took 
a great liking to it and at this time 
they relish it as much as they would 
any other pasture. 

During the first month these six 
cows averaged 33 gallons of milk per 
day. A grain cost of $1.65 a day must 
be added to the daily cost of main- 
tenance. 

Toward the latter part of June, dur- 
ing extremely hot weather, pasture be- 
came short and it was necessary to 
take three cows from the field. Some- 
time later rain improved the clover 
and one of the cows was turned back 
on and at the present time there are 
four cows grazing on the pasture. 

As before mentioned, the test is not 
yet completed to ascertain the exact 
cost of feeding these cows for this 
period of time, but it is plainly evi- 
dent that the cost of producing milk 
was quite low. 


A very little extra food when it is 
needed will often make the difference 
between profit and loss.

THE IMPORTANCE OF THE 
SILO. 


The silo is recognized as a necessity 
with the breeders of high class dairy 
cattle. A man who thinks enough 
of his stock to give them the right 
kind of care will see that they have 
succulent feed throughout the entire 
year, which is another way of say- 
ing that they will have silage. Read- 
ers of the Holstein-Friesian World 
are the last men to whom one should 
have to talk about the importance of 
silage, but at this season of the year 
the value of the feed is so great 
that a passing word will be permitted. 

The silo is a splendid way to pre- 
serve the matured corn crop in such 
a manner that one gets the entire 
value of the plant. If he depends 
upon the ear alone, he loses much of 
the feeding value, and if he tries to 
feed the stalks dry the cows will 
not eat it as freely as they should. 
Another advantage of this method of 
feeding is the fact that it lessens, in 
a measure at least, the use of those 
grains that are suitable for human 
food. If the milk flow is to be kept 
up during the coming year and the 
farmer is to follow the advice that 
has been handed to him from all sides 
relative to the use of those grains 
that answer for human food, as well 
as for the cow, he is going to find 
himself in rather difficult surround- 
ings on many occasions. The answec 
is, then, he is to make cow feed out 
of such rations as are hardly suitable 
for human food and at the same time 
keep the cows up to a point of pro- 
duction where they will be doing the 
most for their owners.

Holstein Milk as Substitute. 


Next summer we wish some bold 
men vitally interested in the sale of 
milk at the dairymen’s end of it 
(someone suggests the  Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America at 
this juncture) would appropriate a 
few thousand dollars and wade into a 
national publicity campaign for the 
further and continued exploitation of 
milk to the consumer. Advertising 
on an extensive scale has been well 
tried out and proved very successful 
as conducted by the Dairymen’s 
League in New York City and the 
larger up-state cities this past year 
and may yet be the stepping stone 
toward the launching of national ad- 
vertising—as the Dairy Council has 
done to some extent in the leading 
periodicals. At the risk of becoming 
tiresome and as usual fulfilling the 
woman’s nart of “nagger” we still are 
of the firm opinion that clean milk 
from purebred Holstein herds is a 
little bit better than the average; is 
already nroduced on a sufficient scale 
to nearly sunnly the consumer’s de- 
mands when he has been intelligently 
informed of its exceptional qualities, 
and therefore is worthy a constant 
and conspicuous place in the maga- 
zines beside its rivals, the Sunkists, 
Welch’s, Sunmaids and all the rest. 
Can’t you visualize a telling advertise- 
ment in colors occupying the entire 
back cover of the Saturday Evening 
Post, portraying a life size glass of 
iced milk on a wicker tray accom- 
panied by thin bread and butter sand- 
wiches, etc.? In some such attractive 
way, the much _ advertised grape 
juices and other “thin” drinks have 
won their way into the consumer’s list 
of summer necessities—and it cer- 
tainly doesn’t seem possible, knowing 
the mighty power of suggestion a 
clever and persistent advertisement 
carries, that our delicious drink 
shouldn’t win instant and interested 
recognition likewise. In winter we 
can see that same back page ap- 
pearing once in a while, strikingly 
showing perhaps a pretty tea table 
and at each place 4 glass of milk. Of 
course the uses of milk are simply 
legion and if a great advertiser set 
out to describe every one of these 
uses in an attractive and descriptive 
picture, referring of course to Hol- 
stein milk, how could the wonderful 
food, beverage or whatever you 
wanted it to be, help but sweep the 
country, especially in war times— 
when the consumer is going after 
every cent in the dollar, if he hasn’t 
already begun? Milk is one of the 
big answers. It doesn’t pretend to 
offer the consumer something for 
nothing, but it does give him more 
for his few cents than any other 
edible thing produced. Why don’t we 
Holstein people recognize the need of 
the American people and lead them 
gently into the channels of habit for 
Holstein milk? If the liquor interests 
are finally bottled up some new drink 
will be born to take its place.

Dr. Dijkstra, in a recent issue of the 
World, made an interesting compari- 
son of conditions in Holland and 
America, which before long will de- 
mand the dairymen’s attention here. 
He said that abroad in the first home 
of our Holsteins, the herdsman was 
very careful to keep the barn warm 
and draftless in winter so that the 
cow could spend her fat in her milk 
instead of using it to keep herself 
sufficiently comfortable. I believe 
that in this country the more scien- 
tific breeders have followed just the 
opposite course as far as is practical 
—making it their practice to keep their 
barns quite cool and at a certain tem- 
perature to insure the stock’s “hard- 
ening” a bit, and because well ven- 
tilated, cool buildings are believed to 
be a safeguard against tuberculosis, 
in winter the same as at other sea- 
sons. The American way would un- 
doubtedly prove best in the long run 
as far as health goes, but there cer- 
tainly must be sound reasoning in 
the doctor’s words—that a cow can’t 
do herself quite justice if she is turn- 
ing her energies to keeping warm in- 
stead. We shall have to refer the 
question to those ‘breeders’ wives 
more “up” on good arguments for 
either than we are.

“Along with this pur :

former days consumed the Prot rd 
day cow produces a much pss 
quantity of milk. With the pre er 
high price of feed the question of 
quantity of production is an iianead 
ant one. Why feed and care for own 
ordinary cows when you can feed 
one good one and get the same 
amount of milk and butterfat that the 
two poor ones would produce? 

“Already numbers of cow  testin 
associations have been formed in the 
state for the purpose of weeding out 
the poor producers, and there are 
more in prospect. 

“It is not only the city dairyman or 
farmer located so close to the large 
cities that he can sell his milk direct 
to the consumer, who is making a 
good thing of dairying in Nebraska, 
There are over 60 creameries in the 
state to which dairy cow owners may 
sell their cream, and some of these 
are very large creameries, manufac- 
turing an immense amount of butter. 

“The ordinary farmer, who does not 
make a_ specialty of anything, but 
carries on a general farming business, 
finds these creameries a great advan- 
tage. Reliable authorities tell us that 
between 80 and 90 per cent of these 
farmers own more than two milk 
cows, and there are something like 
60,000 farm separators owned in the 
state. These general farmers find 
their milk cows one of the most re- 
liable sources of income on the farm, 
unsurpassed as to certainty of »rofit 
perhaps by anything, unless it is the 
poultry. 

“One of the most prosperous and 
successful farmers in Nebraska told 
us the other day that he was thinking 
of going into the dairy business and 
buying a good herd of dairy cows. 
He has a farm of about 1,500 acres, 
and has been feeding a number of 
beef cattle each year. 

“He says that crops and beef cattle 
are both uncertain. One year you 
may strike a good market for one or 
both of them and make a lot of 
money; another year you may lose. 
Also, the manure produced is not 
sufficient for his use on the farm. 
With dairy cattle on the farm the 
year around he would be able to keep 
his fields fertilized and his income 
would be much more certain. He is 
not located very near a creamery, 
but is certain that he can make ar- 
rangements to get his product to the 
market provided for it; he considers a 
light truck for hauling it to the rail- 
road, though he has not looked into 
the matter thoroughly yet. 

“This is a good year to buy cattle. 
Good dairy stock has been very high 
for some time, as everyone has want- 
ed it and it was not produced fast 
enough to supply the demand. This 
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r corn is high, and many farmers 
eve that it is going to be more 
able to sell their corn off the 
farms aS a cash crop than to make it 
into silage atid feed it as corn and 
silage to dairy cattle. These men are 
sacrificing the future to the present. 
Some day corn will be low again and 
dairy cattle will be in big demand. 
Then they will have to pay ‘ore 
money to get back into the game than 
they made selling high priced corn. 
The man who is buying dairy stock 
now will be the man who wins in the 
long run. — . 

“There is always going to be a 
big demand for dairy products, and 
there is no state in the union better 
able to supply this demand than Ne- 
braska, the land of corn and alfalfa. 
Nebraska is rapidly coming to the 
front as the farmers apnreciate the 
advantages of this business of steady 
incomes and certain profits, and the 
day is not far distant when it will be 
the biggest dairy state of all, unless 
we are very much mistaken in sizing 
up its advantages for this branch of 
agriculture and the tendency of its 
people.”

A PROFITABLE CALF CLUB. 


J. F. Holman, general freight agent 
of the Kansas City, Clay County and 
St. Joseph R. R. Co., is the gentle- 
man who organized a thoroughly en- 
thusiastic calf club in Dearborn, Mo. 
There are 60 members in this associa- 
tion and they are taking hold of the 
work in a wonderfully energetic way. 

Mr. Holman’s title is general 
freight agent, but he is such an en- 
thusiastic dairyman that he really is 
worthy of the added distinction of 
dairy promoter. He _ holds dairy 
meetings at various points along his 
line and organizes the young people 
into calf clubs. Through the co-oper- 
ation of the local banker, he buys 
either purebred or very high grade 
heifers, then sells them to the farm 
boys and girls, taking their notes, 
guaranteed by parent or guardian. 
These calves are usually sold to the 
young people in the spring with the 
understanding that they are to be 
developed to be sold at public auction 
in the fall. From the proceeds of the 
fall sale the notes are taken up and 
the balance is given to the children. 

Mr. Slater has been doing similar 
work in Illinois. It is through such 
men as these that the interest in dairy- 
ing is promoted as it is. Mr. Slater 
is connected with the Blue Valley 
(Creamery Company and he is doing 
this work to increase the dairy inter- 
est all through his section. It is 
worthy of comment that when a calf 
club is organized for the interest of 
the boys and girls the older genera- 
tions on the farm become interested 
in dairying also and better cows are 
the result all through the country.

promt ehstanding these facts the 
production of milk and fat from the 
average cow is exceedingly low, being 
approximately 3,800 pounds of milk 
and 130 pounds of fat per annum 
which in value is less than the total 
cost of production. Nevertheless, it 
has been clearly demonstrated that 
by better feeding and management 
this average may be easily increased 
from 30 to &0 per cent, with an in- 
creased cost of feed and labor of only 
10 to 20 per cent; the margin would be 
largely profit. Such an increase is not 
only a financial necessity but the 
patriotic duty of every dairy farmer. 

The milk produced by a dairy cow 
of proper type is in proportion to 
feeds consumed plus the reserve of 
feed stored in the body as fat and 
flesh. As an example of the latter it 
has been shown that fresh cows may 
be fed on a maintenance ration or 
even starved for several days yet pro- 
duce milk in fairly large quantities 
with, however, a proportional - de- 
crease of weight and flesh. Again it 
has been proved that cows of proper 
type having a store of flesh before 
calving will not only milk more 


ing the succeeding milking period. It 
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is clear, therefore, that this supply of 
fat and flesh stored on the dry cow 
of dairy type will be drawn upon 
when most needed and be either given 
off as milk or so take the place of 
feeds consumed in supplying bodily 
needs that a larger proportion of 
these feeds may be utilized for milk 
production. j 
The dry cow receives little attention 
from the majority of dairy farmers. 
The thin cow at calving is in poor 
condition to make milk profitably and 
cannot produce the rugged healthy 
calf fitted to withstand the many calf 
ailments. Allow the cow four to ten 
weeks before freshening. A pound of 
meal a day during this dry period is 
worth as much as two or three pounds 
of meal fed after the cow has freshen- 
ed. On poor pasture, feed the dry 
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cow green feed, silage or roots and 
a grain ration composed of two parts 
of any two of the following meals: 
bran, ground oats, ground corn, 
ground barley, plus one part ground 
oil cake. To the thin cow feed four 
to seven pounds daily; if the cow is 
in good flesh, give roughage as need- 
ed and one to two pounds daily of 
the above mentioned grain mixture; 
if the cow is fat withhold the grain, 
but on the other hand do not sacri- 
fice flesh or lose a thrifty condition.— 
E, S. Archibald, ‘Canada.

The chief disadvantages of buying 
a youne bull are: 

1. A young bull is untried and the 
buyer must wait about three years 
after he is old enough for service be- 
fore his merit can be known. 

2. Ifa bull calf is bought one can- 
not be sure how he will develop. 
Some very nice looking calves de- 
velop into ungainly animals. 

Important Factors. 

The chief advantages of buying an 
old bull are: 

_l. It is possible to get a proved 
sire. 

2. When an old bull is purchased 
his mature conformation is known. 

The chief disadvantages of buying 
an old bull are: 

1. An old bull is very likely to be 
vicious and hard to handle. 

There is more chance of buying 
disease with a mature bull that has 
been in service for a number of years 
than in buying a young bull that has 
not been used. 

3. If an old bull is to be shipped, 
the charges will amount to consider- 
ably more than those on a young bull. 

4. An old bull may not last long. 

Although all of the factors men- 
tioned may have some influence with 
the purchaser of a bull, still the fact 
remains that what is most wanted in 
a herd sire is the ability to improve 
the productivity of the herd and this 
ability can be detected with certainty 
in the tried bull. On the other hand. 
a person never can be sure of this 
ability in a young bull until he has 
been tried. The advantages are cer- 
tainly in favor of the mature bull if 
he can be purchased at anything like 
a reasonable price. 


Heifers between weaning age and a 
year old will not do well either on 
hay or pasture alone. 


Economy is nothing more than 
good management.
